wAiin OF Tins LAVOISIER MEDAL.—The 


Lavoisier medal df tlie Bocicte d'Encourage- 
:uent pour i'lndustrie Nationale has just been 
;iven to an Englishman, Mr. Walter Weldon, 
f.K.S.E. In presenting it M. IJumas congrat- 
ulates Mr. Weldon upon having cheapened 
ev.ery slvct of paper and every yard of calico 
nade in the world ; and at the same meeting 
it which the presentation took place Professor 
Lamy st.ited that, whereas at the date of the 
nlroduciion of Mr. Weltlon's invention, seven 
or eight yeais ago, the total bleaching powder 
made in tho world was only about 55,000 tons 
jer annum—it is now over 150,000 tons per 
annum ; and that of this vast quantity fully 80 
3crcent is made by the Weldon process. 
The 


Uivoisiei Medal has beer awarded only once 
before, namely, in 1870 to M. Henri Sainte- 
Clairi! Devillo. The only oilier recipients of 
this Society's "Great Medal," which bears dif- 
Feieiit e(Ii«ies according to the class of set vice 
Tor which it is given, aie Ferdinand de Lessops, 
Boiissmyault, Jaques Siegfried, Henri GiH'aid, 
and Sir diaries Whealstone,

in Palis is, I (Spiridion in the Boston GazettK) 
knowymere paste, for the owner herself toll 
me. J"ew of the actresses of Paris wear dia 
iiionda. They are known to have real dia 
mourt* worth $100,000 or $200,000, so they cai 
wear'paste and own diamonds with impumtv 
The Ijilter aie kept secure from burglars in tha 
Bank^of France. The Papal lian was foi 
years-adorned merely with paste, and was il- 
selfmerely paslboard, although in Its woiststate 
it co'B^iined a diamond worth $850,000. This 
diamond's history is curious, even though it 
probably is not yet ended. The first thing 
known of it is that it was one ot the jewels ol 
the Great Mogol's crown. Charles the Bold, 
Dukaol Burgundy, bought it from the Great 
Mogol. Charles the Bold was passonately fond, 
was as fond as the Duke of Brunswick, of 
everything that added visible, brillant wealth 
to bis household and person : consequently dia- 
monds and other precious stones, gold and sil- 
v»r*D|2te, tapeslry, and gold and silver coins 
and jewelry were amassed in large quantities 
byhhn.

It was eare- 
ully concealed in Rome in 1848, during the 
euelution,, (it is believed it was concealed in 
lie English consulate,) and did not reappear 
until after the French troops entered the Eter- 
lal City in 1S49, bringing with them the Pope, 
xbo had fled to Gaeta.

THE MOONS OF MAEB, 


Prof. Simon Ncwcomb has addressed tho fol- 


lowing lelter to the editor of the New York 
Tribune: 


Sin: Some particulars respecting the newly- 


discovered satellites of Mars may nol be unin- 
teresting. Tlie first question which will natu- 
rally arise is, why have these objects not been 
seen before 1 The answer is Hint Mars is now 
nearer to tke earth than it has been at any 
time since- 1845, when the great telescopes of 
Lhe present had hardly begun to be known. 
The next opportunity for seeing them occurred 
m 1802, bul we may supiwse they were then 
nol especially sought for with Ihe two 01 three 
telescopes which alone would show them. Thu 
next favorable opportunity was iu 1875; but 
Mars was then so far south of the equalor thai 
It could not well be observed in our latitudes. 
The present opposition is about the best pos- 
sible for observation in tho middlo latitudes of 
our hemisphere, because the very small devia- 
tion Irom greatest possible approach to the 
earth arises from the opposition occurring a few 
daysafter the planet reaches its position, and this 
thrown it farther north in declination than it 
would be at the time of absolutely nearest ap- 
proach. The next opposition will occur in Oc- 
tober, 1S70, and there is sonic hope that the 
satellites may Ihen again be observed wilh the 
Washington telescope. 
During the ten years 


following they will probably be entirely invisi- 
ble, wilh all the telescopes of the world, bc- 
Mtise, owing to llie great eccentricity of the or- 
Mt of Mars, the planet will bo too far away at the 
times of opposition. In 1802 a favorable oppo- 
sition will again occur. 
During the present 


year it is hardly likely that iho satellites will 
be visible after October. 


Of tbe two satellites now discovered Lhe most 


ixtraordinary feature is the proximity of the 
nuer one to Lhe planet, aud the rapidity of its 
evolution.

HOW PENOILS_ABE MAlfe 


For tho bonoflt of thostTof our readers who 


are not familiar with tho subject of pencils and 
their manufacture, we may state that the or- 
dinary poncll Is filled with n preparation of 
jraphitu, commonly called black lead or plum- 
bago, both of which are misnomers, as there i« 
no load or plumbum In it. Until quite lately 
it bus been considered by chemists as a carbu- 
rot of iron, but it is now generally acknowl- 
edged thai, although It shows traces of iron, 
this metal Is only mechanically mixed with it 
—there being no chemical combination between 
;he two. 


Pencils were originally filled with square 


sticks cut from blocks of graphite found la tbe 
famous Borrowdale mine, In Cumberland, Eug- 
land, which contained the purest ever found, 
luil on the exhaustion of that mine the Impure 
materials to be Ibuud elsewhere were pressed 
Into service, nftor th« proper purlflcrtlon. The 
process adopted by the Dixon Company at Jer- 
sey Clly, who use a graphite found at Tlcon- 
dcroga, N. Y., Is as follows: The graphite is 
first ground fine in water, treated with sul- 
jihuric and nilric acids, and adcr washing clean, 
heated to a bright rod. Then it, Is mixed with 
sulllciont water to make it run freely and al- 
owod to pass slowly through a series of tanks 
irrangcd In stops, until the water leaves Ihc 
ast one of the scries almost clear, having left 
.he graphite deposited and graded in tho tanks 
—the deposit in that nearest the overflow, bo- 
ng the purest, is usod for the finest pencils. 
iho graphite after being taken from the tanks 
s diied, and then mixed with pipe clay ob- 
ained from Kotterrdam, Holland, which has 
been purified in the same way as the graphite, 
"illy the very finest being used for pencils, as 


10 coarse can be utilized in the nianufactiini 


of crucibles. Upon tho amount of clay used 
depends the hardness of the pencil—the 
more clay tho harder the glade—about 7 pints 
of clay to 10 parts of graphite, by weight, 
brining a medium. The clay and graphite is 
thoroughly mixed with water and ground like 
mini, but is passed repeatedly through the mills 
is many as twenty-four times being considered 
is necessary for the finest grades.

locks arc placed In a press, where they remain 
mil dry. The blocks are next cut apart Into 
ix pencils each by passing through a machine 
.ke a moulding machine, having* two sets of 
utters operating on opposite sides of the blocks, 
rich of which cuts halfway through the wood. 
I'ho culluis in these mfchines are so accurately 
nanged and lunsotruc that when the pencils 
iave the machine there Is no mark to show the 
no of sepaiatlon from the block other than tho 
ji nt of the two pieces of wood Inclosing the 
eail, and are said to be so smooth that sand pa- 
rains would roughen them. The shaping ma- 
hine turns out about 72 per mlnulo, or over

if 120 per minute, or 72,000 per day; and then

EDITOII GAZETTE -—There were arrested 


last week, iu this cW and vicinity, two of the 
ablest and most dangerous forgers whom this 
country has known for a long time. One of 
Uiem, who had the adroit fineers, was N. S. 
Gesner, wlio served during the war in a New 
Tork regiment, but who has recently lived it, 
Minnesota, and was a member of the Slate 
Legislature. The other was sometimes called 
Stephens and sometimes Henderson, and had 
a score of other names. Ue was the planner- 
the one who laid out the campaign. Last fall 
they defrauded one New York bank out of 
*20,000, and the Union TrusNfc of *40,000. 
The police were first entrusted, with the duty of 
following up the forgers, but were bought up 
abandoned the chase. Then it was put iu pri- 
vate hands, and for four mouths the parties 
concerned were followed all over the country. 
The object was to get the men so located that 
they could all be arrested at oucn, and to do 
this required thtse weary mouths of chasing 
and decoying. They were often on the verge 
ofpouncing down on them, and then one fel- 
low would slip out, and the job had to be aban- 
doned. Finally Gesner was decoyed to Chicago, 
and with a local accomplice named Weston, ar- 
rested and locked up at an hotel. Stephens was 
seized at the same moment iu Michigan, and 
the men who put the checks in circulation were 
takon in New York. It was their custom to 
buy drafts for small amounts, take tracings of 
-hem, then obliterate all the writings except the 
cashier's signature, and then fill in the large 
imounts, the tracings furnishing fae-similes 
of most of tbe letters needed. In the case of 
checks they were forged outright, and from some 
one in the bank was learned the exact amount 
of a person's deposit, so that tha forgers knew 
uet what they were checking' Against. There 
was fouud on Gesner a most perfect assortment 
of utensils—inks, acids, rules, pens, microscopes 
&c., and on Weston a mass of washed checks, 
and a great quantity of these tracings. It is be- 
ieved that during the ten years which cover the 
Derations of these two accomplished swindlers, 
hey have made over a million dollars. Neither 
was ever suspected. Stephens was a man of 
wealth, an operator in stocks on Wall street, or 
;rain in Chicago, and whose chec|v was always 
:ood. Gesner was of high reputation in his 
ectiou. The Chicago accomplice who was ar- 
•ested was merely a tool, who introduced at 
anks'the person who had to work oil' the rais- 
d checks. He%ill probably weaken, and tell 


11 he kuows. He and Gesner were confined 
or two days at the Pacific here, kept chained 
o their guardians, and constantly moved from 
oora to room, w tbat no one, not even a chara- 
erinaid, could get an idea that there was auy- 
ilngout of the way. 
On the 10th of August General Robert C. 
ciienck, late Minister to England, made his 
ppearance in the city. A few days after lie 
uddenly left. A reporter wbo.sw-him whe:i 
e came, found out that it was private business 
bich brought him, but what it was he would 
ot state.

To gunner, in this vicinity the opening of 


tlie rail bird season on Saturday will be wel 
come. Plover shooting has, with us, become 
almost a thing of the.pMt, and the fe^.^u 
oock which b,«ed along the Delaware lave left 
for their moulting grounds. Rail shooting is a 
favorite sport with many because it may be 
enjoyed with less muscular exertion than most 
other sports, inasmuch as the shooting is done 
from a boat propelled by another man's mus- 
cles. The rail or sora is exceedingly fond of 
two or three varieties of the wild reed which 
grows upon almost all the tide-water marshes 
from Connecticut to Florida. 
The seeds begin 


to ripen early in August, and with Lhe ripenln» 
of the seeds the birds arrive. They are thin 
and unpalatable until about the tenth of Sep- 
tember, at which time they fatten rapidly and 
are lit food for ar.y man. But i,, order to ob- 
tain the full flavor of this delicious bird-for we 
set a high gastronomic value upon a fat, clean- 
killed rail-it should bo quickly cleaned after 
being shot, as no bird so rapidly deteriorates,, 
and broiled in a wire gridiron, such as is used 
for broiling oysters, hung before the fire"with 
slices of toast beneath to catch the delicate 
juices. The rail is no pot-pie bird to be atewed 
up in a mass of soggy crust and chewed with a 


, dire premonition of dyspepsia. Uo is dainty in 
his eating,-nothing but the tMioicesfgfSfiw of 
the delicate wild rice satisfying his fastidious 
taste, and we should be equally dainty in pie- 
paring him for our own eating. 


Most writers assert that the flight of the rail 


« feeble, slow and straight, but we have met 
with lean and hungry ones on our manrbes 
which could in twisting outtwist a snipe. Gen- 
erally speaking, however, they are an easy bird 
to kill. From a drachm and a half to two 
drachms of quick ptwder, and an ou(18aof 
Sparks' No. 10 shot, is ample for the U and 
lazy fellows. The pusher is the main element 
in rail shooting. He must not only have a strone 
arm and a quick eye but be " steady on his 
pins," and a good marker. The rule in thij sec- 
tion is for tlie pusher to mark the first bird and 
tlm shooter to mark the next, but where four 
or five birds are down before any are boated as 
is often the case, it is well to have a half-doien 
wooden blocks or well-corked glass bottles to be 
thrown to the points at which the birds were 
marked down. A wounded rail is a hard bird 
to captnre. He will often dive and hold to tbe 
bottom while the boat passes and repasses over 
him. Boiling up the -*hirt sleeve and feeing 
carefully at the foot of the leeds with the hand 
sometimes answers for these chaps, but the 
plan which WQ have always found most success- 
ful is to tin list the oar, blade downwards, into 
the mud and go on pushing in another direction 
After a lapse often minutes we return quietly 
and find our bird swimming within a few feet 
of the oar, when he can easily be knocked over 
with the setting-pole. 


The sport of lail shooting is varied with reed 


bird shooting, snipe, plover and teal shoot- 
ing-

Swift as a rar of 
sunlight penetrating gloom, the teal will rush 
by the boat in strong, unvarying flight, and the 
gunner's eye must be sharp, his arm steady

tiful bird to bag. Up from the reeds, with zi" 
sag motion but strong pin.ons, the Wilson 
snipe darts, and a dozen guns belch forth as he 
runs the gauntlet, for tbe snipe is a trophy to 
be mentioned with prifc. The tides are b* 
est when the moon is at its full, and no equi- 
noctia stoimj, ever heavy enough to dete,-an 
aident rail shooter if he sees a slron- "north 
easter" setting in. Donni ng hi, waterproofed 
canvas suit and securing hi, ammunition from 
wet »,e and his pusher may be seen rnuki" 
rapid strides fo. the marshes. This is the time 
when the breech loader anS metallic shells come 
In play and asthe tide rises the sport increases. 
Black ducks hurtle by, teal skim along the water 


bushels of them being taken on a single trip. 
Bo lube Virginia and Ca.olina rail are found 
on the Delaware, with an occasional king rail 
tut the yellow breasted and the black rail are 
exceedmgly rare. We should like to bo in- 
formed of the capture of either of the two last 
flamed varieties during the season. 


-A .correspondent of the Tlmea gives the fol- 


lowing langhableproof of the perfect understand- 
ing and sympathy that exist between a Cossack 
horse and his master. « Many stories are told of I 
the cleverness of the Cossacks in obtaining what '

1 wo stakes, three feet high, with a pole across 
lie top, made.he framework, over which the 
big sheet was put, with the edges extending 
out over the grass three or four feet. These 
extended flaps weie loaded with stones and 
wood, so that not a fly could crawl under. 
One end was closed in the same way. and the 
other shut down after we had crawled in, and 
the edges pinned closely. Of course tbe Inter- 
ior was small, and the ventilation not of the best 
but during a week in the mosquito land scarcely 
one of the pests succeeded in effecting an en- 
trance. Sound sleep left us in the best of con- 
dition to sail and fish, and not once du t])e 
fail to protect us. The tent should be a simple 
parallelogram, a little longer than wide, and 
sufficiently large to extend several feot alon» ihe 
grass. With proper cloth the ventilation is°not 
bad. The heat of a close tent, however, is lit- 
tle annoyance compared with mosquitoes.

TiiAixisn CAIIHIEB PIGEONS.—A Get man 


paper gives some details of tlw extraordinary 
developemcnt nf Hie breeding and training of 
carrier-pigeons in Germany since llie late war. 
During tlie siege of Paris, as is well known, 
pigeons afforded the only means of commuica- 
linn between the outside world and the inhab- 
itants of the lieleagucrod city. In order tbat 
similar messengers mlglit be available in the 
hanrof need pigeon-houses «ero established 
afli-r llie conclusion of the war, in most of the 
larger garrison towns of North and Soulh Ger- 
many, and now pigeon-flying is rapidly becom- 
in: a favorite pastime and sport througliont llie 
country. Tlw increased attention llius given 
lo ihe subject has resulted in the observation of 
many peculiarities In the birds. JJarrier-pig- 
OHus of Rood breed, it is noUccd,"nltlioii£h they 
may be started iu company nnd bound for tlie 
same place, fly quite independently of one an- 
other. Each cine selects his own course, some 
taking a higher, others a lowar flight, and speeds 
on iu way without taking any heed of its neigh- 
bors.

Iu the neighborhood 
nf every pigeon-house there are always certain

sorts of the birds, but when coining in a race 
the well bred pigeon never stops for a moment 
at any ol'these haunts, bub flies straight to his 
own uaiticuliir house, frequently arriving there 
in so exhausted a condition as to be unable 
even to eiil tlie food it la most fond of.

Further 
medical exaiiiinalions revealed the presence of 
the hyaline casts, and the fact that the patient 
had reached the last stages of albuminiirious 
disease. Tn n «nd a-half months later he died. 
Dr. llarlan cues quite a number of other cases 
of persons v, lio toDsidered themselves ic per- 
fect health, but in whose eyes the impress of 
the 
terrible disease was discovered, and 


n bo quickly succumbed to its power. It re- 
mains for the students of medical science to 
discover some means whereby the early ap- 
proach of the disease can be detected and pioper 
letnedies applied in time to effect a cure.
